Increased Flax 
Production Would Help 
Agricultural Problem 


A careful investigation of com- 
mercial grains reveals the fact 
that the only grain which stands 
out in contrast to the conditions of 
world surplus is Flax. 

During the past few years the 
Canadian Flax crop has been so 
small and of such minor import- 
ance that little attention has been 
paid to it. 

In 1925 Canada’s flax crop, from 
an acreage of over 1,000,000 acres, 
was 9% million bushels, of which 
nearly 5,500,000 were exported to 
the United States. That year the 
United States imported some 
16% million bushels, so that Cana- 
da supplied 33/’of these imports. 

In 1933 Canada seeded 243,000 
acres of flax, harvested a crop of 
625,000 bushels and exported % 
million bushels or 4% of the Unit- 
ed States requirements for that 
year. Canada actually imported 
some 150,000 bus. that year from 
Argentina and. India. Without be- 
coming nationalistic, it would ap- 
pear that Canada should, at least, 
be self-supporting in the matter of 
grains, and, with a next-door 
neighbor annually importing from 
8,000,000 to 25,000,000 bushels, it 
might appear that no country could 
be in a more favorable position for 
exports. 

At the present time flax is worth 
about 24 times as much much as 
wheat and there is every reason to 
suppose that this ratio will con- 
tinue favorable for the next year 
or so. 

Seed flax is used Chiefly for the 
production of linseed oii. The seed 
yields over 18 pounds of oil per 
bushel of 26 pounds, or about one- 
third of its weight.—From a mem- 
orandum on the Canadian Flax 
Situation, prepared by I. M. Mc- 
Cabe, of Winnipeg. Those inter- 
ested can see the memorandum in 
full at the printing office.
